|} Ottawa, Sept. 5.—There are 18 
|Chinese in custody in Sydney who 
are providing a puzzle for the chief 


controller of Chinese immigration 
in Ott@wa and who seem to have hit 
upon a flaw in 
dian law. The Chinese came ashore 
from the schooner Colorus, which 
brought thom from Newfoundland. 
The captain alleges that they escap- 
ed, They were seized by the customs 
officials as smuggled goods, and are 
now in confinement. The law pro- 
vides that Chinese who enter Canada 
irregularly be placed jin jail for a 
year, but it makes no further  pro- 
vision regarding them. No authority 
is given to deport. It is not consid- 
ered policy to keep 18 Chinese in jail 
for a year and then give them their 
liberty without even the paymest of 
$500 entrance fee.
